J. B. McCreary, both oandi- 
ates for the senatorship, were running 
teir first heat in competing for the 
lairmanship of the committee on res- 
utions.

gressman W. J. Stone. As the chair- 
man of the convention appointed two 
members at large of the committee on 
esolntions and on all other commit- 
«es, there was a very hot fight for the 
residing officer, and the conservatives 
ad no hearing today on 'their plan to 
ivide the members at large of the 
ommittees, each side getting one mem' 
:ier. This wonld leave the contest to 
he eleven congressional districts as to 
who controlled the committees, but to- 
lay neither side would listen to the 
lonservatives. 


It was evident from the start that 


each side would take everything it 
could, and give no quarter to postpone- 
ments. Some of the delegation meet- 
ngs lasted until noon, when it was an- 
lounced that the convention would 
assemble at once. The silver men were 
very much excited and charged trick- 
>ry in the selection of members of the 
committees in some districts. 


The hottest fight was in the Seventh 


congressional district, where Senator 
Blackburn WM beaten for member ol 
ihe committee on resolutions by Prof.

about two weeks ago. 


Mr. Manier could see nothing the

exemplary or punit ve damages shall 
be recovered in any action brought 
for publication of libel in any new B 
paper in this state unless plaintiff shall 
before bringing the suit, give notice m 
writing to the defendant to publish a 
retraction or correction of the libel 
and shall before bringing suit allow the 
defendant reasonable time in which to 
publish such correction or retiaotion 
Proof of a retraction shall be admissible 
in evidence in mitigation of such dem 
ages 
The provisions of the act shall 


not apply to a case of any libel against 
any candidate for public G&ce, unless a 
retraction of the charge is made edi 
tonally, in a conscientious manner, at 
least ten days before the election

GOLD LINING IN EATS 


YELLOW METAL FOUND IN RODENTS 


EXTRACTED BY YANKEE BOYS. 


French Savants Who Take GoM Ifrom Ml- 


crobea Not Mrst In .the Field— Boys In 
Watch Factories Bimj Hats and Find 
Gold In the Ashes. 


In forming a company for tho extrac- 


tiou of gold from the microbes •which 
are supposed to attach themselves to 
that metal in countless millions mature 
Fienchmeu seem to havo stolen an idea 
fiorn thrifty Yankee boys. 


I. B. Lake, a representative of the 


Wiiltham Watch company in Chicago, 
s.iys it is a common practice ft)r tho boys 
iu watch and jewelry factories to kill 
rats and burn their bodies to got the 
gold from them, and that tho amount 
so obtained in tho course of a year in 
cousideniblo. In every largo plant Kko 
that of the Waltham Watch company 
many oiled rags me used iu burnihhiug 
watch cases and iu time become strong- 
ly impregnated with gold. Tho boys 
about the factories aie supposed to keep 
the.se rags out of reach of the rats, but 
they don't do so. On tho contrary, 
knowing tho keen appetite of the rodents 
for everything greasy, tho boys careless- 
ly leave these rubbing rags lying abottt 
where the rats can get at them :uid ©at 
them. 


Six months of this kind of diet fill 


the interior mechanism of thorrat with 
a gold plating ho cannot get ral of. It 
sticks to him closely, and so loixg as the 
supply of oily rags holds out the rat 
sticks to the factory. In order-to make 
sure the voracious rodents will have an 
inducement to gorgo themselves with 
gold sharp boys drop butter and fatty 
meats from their luncheons on thtu floors 
and rub them well into tho wood byshrif- 
fliug their feet on it. At night tho rats 
come out and nibble tho flooring Thny 
don't care for the gold in it, but the 
grease attracts them, aud in getting at 
tho grease they take a dressing of goUd 
with it. 


Twice a year the boys have a grand 


romidap. Rats are caught by the hun- 
dreds, and after being killed are put 
into a crucible and burned. The intense 
heat drives off all animal substances, 
leaving the gold in the shape of a but- 
ton. Tho amount collected in this way 
depends upon tho number of rats the 
boys can catch. It is hardly large enough 
to attract an investment of capital, but 
it gives the ingenious youngstcis consid- 
erable pocket money and encourages 
business tactics. In some factories thoro 
are young Napoleons who buy up in ad- 
vance the shares of their fellow workers 
in the rat colony. A scarcity of rats will 
depress the price of futures, while an 
overplus will advance it. Shaipers who 
understand these conditions aio accused 
of having at times caused au fu'tificial 
scarcity or oversupply, as it might be to 
their interest to bull or boar tho market
